Christie offers ways 
to solve opioid crisis

NJ governor calls on Congress to boost federal funds

As chair of the national commission on 
the opioid crisis, New Jersey Gov. Chris 
Christie faces a deadline for handing the 
president the commission’s final report in 
two days. But that didn’t stop Christie 
from traveling to Indiana Monday to ad- 
dress the attorney general’s eighth annual 
prescription drug symposium. 

Christie declined to share specifics of 
the report in a press availability after his 
keynote speech. But in his speech he 
shared several thoughts on the opioid epi- 
demic, which he repeated over and over 
kills 175 people a day. 

“We have a 9/1 in this country every 
two and a half weeks based upon pre- 
scription opioids,” he said. “It’s uncon- 
scionable.” 

One of the primary challenges that the 
United States faces, Christie said, is com- 
batting the stigma associated with sub- 


stance abuse. Four out of five heroin ad- 
dicts start on prescription medications, 
many of them legally prescribed those 
drugs. 

Americans consume 85 percent of the 
drugs in the world, while making up only 
4 percent of the world’s population, 
Christie noted. 

“It’s uncomfortable to acknowledge the 
fact that we are the most medicated, se- 
dated country in the world,” he said. 

During his wide-ranging speech that at 
times drew applause from the crowd of 
experts, Christie proposed a number of 
other actions to address the crisis, includ- 
ing these five recommendations: 

Spend more money to solve it. Last 
week when the president declared a na- 
tional public health emergency, he did not 
provide any source of funding to fight the 
epidemic. 

The United States has not hesitated to 
put money towards guarding against

State panel: 
Remove 

restrictions 
on firearms

A legislative panel voted Monday to 
recommend the removal of restrictions 
on firearms, but stopped short of explic- 
itly endorsing the repeal of Indiana’s li- 
censing requirement to carry a hand- 
gun. 

The recommendation calls on the 
General Assembly to “remove hurdles 
that restrict the ability of law abiding 
Hoosiers to exercise their State and Fed- 
eral Constitutional Rights to bear arms 
and defend themselves.” 

Sen. Rodric Bray, who led the panel, 
said after the party-line 15-5 vote that 
the recommendation could include any 
number of steps, from streamlining fin- 
gerprinting requirements to a full- 
blown repeal of Indiana’s handgun car- 
ry licensing requirement.
